tion. 


Campaigns, to be sure, are not always fought upon 


the expected issues. But there is no reason to suppose 
that in this case foreign policy and defense will be over- 
shadowed before election day by more vital topics. Of 
course, there is need of intelligent legislation on the tariff, 
as Mr. Wilson himself has admitted, and if that had to 
be the main plank in the Republican platform there 
would be other men better fitted to qualify as the logi- 
cal candidate than Mr. Roosevelt; he has never professed 
great economic wisdom, but has been content to take 
ms opinions read^niade. Justice Hughes would doubt-1 
less be far more satisfactory as a defender of the prin- 
ciple of protection. But no one just now is attacking that 
with much vigor. Upon the other issues Mr. -Roose- 


f y«lt, has the great advantage over Mr, Hughes of hav- 
ii ing,made his position absolutely c|ear. If the party 
« nominates him, it will know precisely whar, it is get- 
ting. This is at oncfe an element of strength and an ele- 
ment of weakness. It is an element of strength be- 
pause the man who has a mind and will of his own al 
ways commands admiration, even from those who dis- 
agree with him. It is an element of weakness because 
Inerrare niembers of Mr. Roosevelt's own party who 
4« not assent to his yi<ews, ;whp. distrust his judgment. 


.j who resent what they regard as his disloyalty in 1912 


In other words, whi'e there is no other possible candi- 
date who would arouse so much enthusiasm as he, there 
are those, Justice Hughes conspicuously, who would 
probably be more successful in healing factional differ- 
ences. 


Thus the choice might almost be described as one 


between the positive and the negative virtues. 
Every! 


one knows what to expect from Mr. Roosevelt; no one1 


• knows what to expect from Justice Hughes. There is 
the character of the two men to consider, of course. 
That is why the more conservative voters would be 
better satisfied with the latter. They would trust him 
to follow a safe policy, though they do not know pre- 
cisely what it would be. But Mr. Hughes has too h>h 
respect for the traditions of the Supreme Court to en- 
lighten them at this juncture, and for this reason he is 
at a serious disadvantage. Moreover, his whole attitude 
toward the nomination indicates that he would never 
make a fight for it or take it unless it were offered to him 
with practical unanimity. The nation may or may not 
be 'in a heroic mood." But, so far as any candidate now 
in sight is concerned, the choice of the Republican party! 
seems to be restricted'to two men; and if the enthusiasm i 
for Mr. Uorsevut is anything like as m'envhehninjr os' 
it ?eems to be, all the opposition of his enowies v<-ty 'not 
be able to keep the nomination from him.—Public Ledger.

F1FTV AEROPLANES MAY 


PATROL COASTS OF U. S. 


Bill Asks for Appropriation of $500,- 


000 for Proposed Fleet 


Washington, April 7.—(By United 


Press)—It was learned today that a 
fleet of fifty aeroplanes to patrol the 
Pacific and Atlantic coast as axiliar- 
ies to the U. S. Coast Guard cutters, 
is the proposition set forth in a bill to 
be introduced during the prcsnt ses- 
sion of congress. 
The bill will ask 


for an appropriation of $500,000 for 
the purchase and maintenance of the 
fleet. There are 5000 miles of coast 
in the U. S. and it is proposed to have 
an 
aeroplane 
stationed 
every 100 


miles.

able to sight ships in distress much 
more readily than the 
lookouts on 


board coast guard cutters; and since 
the air machine can attain a grcatei 
speed than the cutters, and could be 
despatched to distreiscu vessels more 
e;uickly.

Campaigns, to be sure, are not always fought upon 


the expected issues. But there is no reason to suppose 
that in this case foreign policy and defense will be over- 
shadowed before election day by more vital topics. Of 
course, there is need of intelligent legislation on the tariff, 
as Mr. Wilson himself has admitted, and if that had to 
be the main plank in the Republican platform there 
would be other men better fitted to qualify as the logi- 
cal candidate than Mr. Roosevelt; he has never professed 
great economic wisdom, but has been content to take 
ms opinions read^niade.

In other words, whi'e there is no other possible candi- 
date who would arouse so much enthusiasm as he, there 
are those, Justice Hughes conspicuously, who would 
probably be more successful in healing factional differ- 
ences.

between the positive and the negative virtues.

one knows what to expect from Mr. Roosevelt; no one1 


• knows what to expect from Justice Hughes. There is 
the character of the two men to consider, of course. 
That is why the more conservative voters would be 
better satisfied with the latter. They would trust him 
to follow a safe policy, though they do not know pre- 
cisely what it would be. But Mr. Hughes has too h>h 
respect for the traditions of the Supreme Court to en- 
lighten them at this juncture, and for this reason he is 
at a serious disadvantage. Moreover, his whole attitude 
toward the nomination indicates that he would never 
make a fight for it or take it unless it were offered to him 
with practical unanimity. The nation may or may not 
be 'in a heroic mood." But, so far as any candidate now 
in sight is concerned, the choice of the Republican party! 
seems to be restricted'to two men; and if the enthusiasm i 
for Mr. Uorsevut is anything like as m'envhehninjr os' 
it ?eems to be, all the opposition of his enowies v<-ty 'not 
be able to keep the nomination from him.—Public Ledger.

F1FTV AEROPLANES MAY 


PATROL COASTS OF U. S. 


Bill Asks for Appropriation of $500,- 


000 for Proposed Fleet 


Washington, April 7.—(By United 


Press)—It was learned today that a 
fleet of fifty aeroplanes to patrol the 
Pacific and Atlantic coast as axiliar- 
ies to the U. S. Coast Guard cutters, 
is the proposition set forth in a bill to 
be introduced during the prcsnt ses- 
sion of congress. 
The bill will ask 


for an appropriation of $500,000 for 
the purchase and maintenance of the 
fleet. There are 5000 miles of coast 
in the U. S. and it is proposed to have 
an 
aeroplane 
stationed 
every 100 


miles. 


Lookouts m aeroplanes 
would be 


able to sight ships in distress much 
more readily than the 
lookouts on 


board coast guard cutters; and since 
the air machine can attain a grcatei 
speed than the cutters, and could be 
despatched to distreiscu vessels more 
e;uickly.
